Judging from the length of the title and 
its ponderous meaning,’ I had expected to 
meet a lady bent under the burden of 
knowledge ana surrounded by books and 
historical relics of every’ description. 

I fancied her to be an unapproachabie 
blue-gtocking, with a freezing countenance 
that thawed only in the presence of kings 
and princes. For she had been presented 
to King Edwari and all the function- 
aries of the Court of St. James, and had 
cbtained for the World's Fair royal jewels 
that had graced the persons of the greatest 
queens in hé‘story. 

I had formed a wrong opinion of Miss 
Hayward. To begin with, she made mé 
feel at Home .from the moment I entered 
hem quaint little office in the east wing of 
the Administration buflding, till I departed 
one hour later. 

Her conversation was without that slight 
affectation so often discernable in the talk.

English court circles,’’ No, indeed, I 
found her to ‘be distinctly American in 
word and action.

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Cocopa Tribe Did Wet Know How to 
Wear Them and Pneumonia | 
Claimed Thousands. 


Coats and trousers are responsible for the 
approaching extermination of the Cocopa 
Indians in the, lower Colorado river valley, 
whose chief, P ablo Colorado, will be invited 
to the Worid's Fair by Edwin C. Cushman, 
Jr., now on his way to visit the tribe as a 
representative of the Exposition. 
In 180@ the tribe numbered 10,000; In 1850 
it numbered 3000; in 1835, 1500 and in 400, 
600. Wearing white man’s clothes without 
understanding thelr proper use caused 
pneumonia, and pulmonary diseases in the 
tribe, from which they died by the seore. 
Prof. \v J MeGee, chief of the depart-j| 
ment of anthropology at the Fair, has yis- | 
ited the Cocopa Indians, and his purpose in 
bringing a party of the tribe to St. Louls 
is to show the primitive methods which 
they practice in agriculture and in thelr 
social customs. 
The tribe now lives south of Yuma, Ariza.. 
on the Mexican berder. There it cultivates 
corn and turnips in the same manner as 
when Columbus discovered America. Its 
style of warfare has not changed nor its 
customs, intéresting among which are its 
mortuary customs, 
The Cocopas are a peaceful tribe. Ther 
warfare is described by Prof. McGee as 
symbolic. Their shields are oyster shells 
fastened in their noses and hanging over 
their mouths, thus protecti their breath, 
which te them is the sign of life. Protec- 
tion of the breath is,to them protection of 
the warrior’s life. 
Their spears are the reverse of those 
used by other peoples, the sharpened point 
being on the end which rests on the 
ground, The upper end is decorated with 
a flag. The war club is thelr weapon for 
knocking an enemy down. Then they jab 
with the spear. 
The only change in the tribe since the 
days of Columbus is in adopting white 
man's clothes. On account of the climate 
in which they live that has proven fatal. 
The daily extremes of temperature in 
the arid country they inhabit range 
from 690 to 100 degrees. It is as eat 
eften as the extremes of summer and 
winter in St. Loufs, the nights being 
very cold and the days hot. 
When the Indians wore little clothin 
their skins were toughened to protec 
them from the changes in temperature. 
They did not contract colds. 
Living along the Colorado river they 
were fond of the water and great swim- 
mers. Wearing only breech clouts, they 
did not suffer even if the weather was 
cold when they left the water. 
When they adopted coats and trousers 
their skins lost their toughness. They 
could not endure the severe changes and 
caught cold. Ignorant of the use . of 
clotting they wore it in the water and 
also when théy slept, often lying down 
wet clothes which they 
had worn in the river. 
Mr. Cushman carried a letter of intro- 
duction from Prof. McGee to Chief Pablo 
Colorado of the Cocopas. He will invite 
the chief to the Fair and ask him to 
bring 10 of his tribe with him, assufe 
ing him of a safe return home.

TOKIO, Feb. 13.—It is reported here on seemingly unquestionable 
authority that three of the four ships of the Russian Vladivostok squad-

This news has not been officially confirmed, bat it comes from a 


source that gives it great weight. 


It is fully credited in all but official circles. 


There the proverbial calm prevails, while officials wait for authori- 


tative reports. 


While news of further Japanese victories at sea are hourly expect- 
ed, it is not believed an enceunter on land will take place for some time. 

China’s neutrality has been declared. 

It is added that, although Manchuria is an integral part of China, 
she cannot enforce neutrality in that province on account of Russia’s oc- 


eupation. 


LONDON VERSION OF REPORTED JAP VICTORY.

They stand around and eagerly watch for 
every fragment of encouraging news that 
comes from the sickroom and mourn every 
unfavorable turn. 


President Calls 


Twice in a Day. 

Today the President was twice at the 
hotel to make personal inquiries. Every 
member of the cabinet called and left cards 
and inquired anxiously for the latest news.

Louis jail July 6 last, has just been iden- 
tified at Lansing, Kan., where he is serv- 
ing a term under the alias of Charles Gor- 
ney and the Pinkertons have made good 
their promise of running him down. 

William A. Pinkerton, one of the prinel- 
pals of the agency, telegraphed last night 
from New York to H. W. Minster, éuperin- 
tendent of the St. Louis agency, that Ru- 
dolph was in the Lansing, Kan., peniten- 
tiary, and has beem fully identified by a@ 
Pinkerton man. 


Rudolph Had Been 
at His Old Games. 

Rudolph was sentenced to the Lansing 
penitentiary Feb. 10 for the robbery of the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas safe at Louls- 
burg, Kan., Jan. 16. He and another man, 
known as Tom Rogers, are charged also 
with having attempted to rob the Bank of 
Cleveland, at Cleveland, Mo., on the samé 
night as the Louisburg robbery was oom- 
mitted. 

After the attempt at Cleveland, the two 
men stole a team and drove to Louisburg, 
where they robbed the Missouri, Kansas & 


Texas safe. 
A posse followed them from Louisburg, 


and caught up with them near Paola Jan. 


19. They had in their possession a quantity 
of nitroglycerin and percussion caps. 

Both men were tried on the charge of 
robbing the safe, but Rogers was acquitted 
and was taken back to Cléveland on the 
charge of horse stealing. 

After Rudolph's arrest his photograph 
was sent to William A. Pinkerton in New 
York. Pinkerton telegraphed to Assistant 
Superintendent Bush of the Kansas City 
agency an order to go at once to Lansing 
and see the prisoner. Bush reported that 
he was Rudolph. 

It was understood at police headquarters 
last night that a pardon would be asked 
for so that he may he released and 
brought back to Missouri for trial on the 
murder and bank robbery charges. 

Mr. Minster at once notified the St. 
Louis police department. Officers will be 
sent from Union to Lansing to bring Ru- 
dolph toe Missouri. 


The Pinkertons Say 


Identification Is Sure. 

Mr. Minster told the Post-Dispatch last 
night that there was not the least doubt 
that the man under arrest was Rudolph. 

‘The operative who made the identifica- 
tion could not have been mistaken,” he 
says, “and the acceptance by William A. 
Pinkerton of the identification, and his 
statement that he has been ‘fully, identi- 
fed.’ is proof positive that William Ru- 
dolph is at last under arrest."’ 

Mr. Minster says detectives, disguised as 
tramps, have been searching the country 
for him, seeking and gaining the confidence 
of “yegg’’ (tramp) burglars, and following 
every clew.

It says further that advices reached Port Arthur, Feb. 12 that six 
Japanese battleships had appeared in the roadstead of Tatung-Kon (on 
the estuary of the Yalu river and opposite the Korean port of Wiju), 
and that the booming of cannon had been heard.

BRITAIN PLANS TO SEND 
TROOPS TO CANADA FOR 
REMOVAL TO ORIENT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HALIFAX, N. 8., Feb. 13.—The military 
authorities, under orders from the war of- 
fice, are making inquiries as to accommo- 
dations in Canada for seven regiments of 
the line and a detachment of Royal En- 
gineers. 

The imperial authorities desire to have 
the quarters ready in case it is considered 
necessary to dispatch troops to the far 
East via Bsquimault. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent learns 
that it is the intention of the military 
authorities to dispatch troops to Halifax 
for the purpose of distributing them 
through Canada, to be ready for transpor- 
tation to the far East when requested. 

Two of the regiments will be located at 
Halifax. It is proposed, if quarters can 
be obtained, to station one regiment at 
Montreal, one at Quebec, one at Toronto 
and two at Esquimault. They 
In readiness 11 Canada for transportation. 

No troops will be taken from India, it is 
said here, because the imperial authorities 
deem it necessary not to decrease the In- 


dian force, as, if hostilities opened up be- 
tween England and Rugsia, ihe Indian 
troops would be needed for fear of Russian 
encroachment in Afghanistan and Thibet.

rising power in the Orient now stands 
among the most popular steps undertaken 
by any British statesman. 

Countless deductions, both military and 
naval, are drawn publicly and privately 
from the dramatic events which have oc- 
curred since Monday, and all the inherent 
naval interest pervading the United King- 
dom has been stirred to its depths by the 
duel between Viceroy Alexieff and Admiral 
Togo. If the British themselves had been 
involved in the movements of the opposing 
fleets they could scarcely have followed 
them with keener gest.

“Never, until 48 hours ago, when the suc- 
tess of the orld’s Fair loan bill in Con- 
gress was assured, did I feel certain of the 
full fruition of our efforts for the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition.” 

This declaration by President Francis 
of the World’s Fair company at the dedi- 
cation of the Kentucky state building yes- 
terday afternoon is taken to indicate the 
feeling in the inner circle of the World's 
Fair management relative to the complete 
success. of the undertaking. 

“With the further indorsement and sup- 
port of the national government contained 
in the passage of the loan bill, there is no 
longer any question as to the outcome,” 
gaid President Francis. “The Fair is now 
beyond a doubt a great national project, as 
well as an international Exposition, The 
nations of the world see the attitude of the 
United States.

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ARBITRATION OR WAR 

On the day war was announced between Russia and Japan, 
the National Arbitration Society issued a declaration that 
“war is uncivilized and unnecessary in the twentieth cen- 
tury; all questions that seem to call for an appeal to arms 
can be settled by arbitration.” 

Don M. Dickenson,*one of the vice-presidents, declares 
that “war is. obsolete,” and the society proposes as its 
special mission the securing a treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain submitting all’questions to arbi- 
tration. 

War may be obsolete, but not for sentimental reasons. 
The impossibility of a conflict between great nations must 
be looked for in considerations advanced by M. Bloch, the 
Polish banker, whose book excited so much attention a 
few years ago. 

How can nations wage war when a battle line will ex- 
tend over 30 miles of territory instead of 6 or 8 at the 
most? : 

In the. old days, a battle was fought between sunrise 
and sunset, occasionally being renewed the next day, but 
never prolonged beyond 60 hours: In modern conditions 
it will go on for a month. 

The cost of such a war will bankrupt both belligerents. 
If it cost England $1,000,000,000 to conquer a little com- 

‘munity of farmers, how much will it cost Russia to van- 
quish Japan—-both nations of the first rank? 

These are practical, unsentimental considerations which 

_ the struggle between Russia and Japan may force upon 
the world. Appeals to the moral sense of mankind have 

' mever prevented a war. But if it is demonstrated through 
experience that strategy and tactics have been so altered 
by the adoption of modern weapons that war will be 
equivalent to defeat and ruin to both belligerents, politi- 
cians must find another way out. Arbitration is coming 
surely in response to compelling necessity, not policy, or be- 
cause civilization or morality require it.

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COMPOSING DIFFERENCES. 

President Eliot of Harvard University and representa. 
tives of organized labor got together in conference in Bos- 
ton the other night and discovered—what surprised both— 
that they were pretty much at one. 

It was a good example of agreement with the adversary. 
Dr. Eliot had been quoted, or misquoted, and the sentiment 
was not complimentary to organized labor. But when he 
came with his own stenographer, and the union’s steno- 
grapher watched, jealously, for a slurring word and found 
if not, they agreed unanimously that there was little or no 
difference between the two. 

It is a curious and interesting fact that a man’s faults 
tend to depart when you meet him on terms of social com- 
panionship. He must be treated politely and to make the 
task easy his good points are eagerly sought for. Of. course 
they are easily found. And the end of it is that an an- 
tipathy founded upon mutual ignorance is supplanted by a 
sympathy based upon recognition each of the gther’s good- 
fellowship. 

How many strikes, lockouts, business ‘disagreements and 
party ruptures might be saved by a quiet smoke and talk. 
It is conceivable that even a church quarrel might be 
averted by such humane recourse. , 

Anvhow, it is the way of fellowship which, sooner. or 
later, must be accepted as the universal solvent. People 
who get together in spirit and find out one another’s vir- 
tues will have little trouble to reconcile their conflicting 
interests. 
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Among the treasures of the Vatican exhibited at the 
World’s Fair will be a map of America made in 1510 by 
Martin Waldseemuller, a German scholar and mathemati- 
cian. On this map appears the name “America,” to desig- 
nate the newly discovered lands beyond the sea. Waldsee- 
muller had seen some letters of Americus Vespucci written 
to a friend describing the strange country, and {t appears 
the mapmaker got it into his head that Americus was the 
discoverer. Out of this error it came about that the real 
discoverer’s name was not attached to the western con- 
tinent. 
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BICYCLE TALK AGAIN . 

Each approach of spring brings hopeful heralding of a 
revival in the bicycling interests. Enthusiasts of several 
years past have been disappointed. The regular call to 
wheel is nevertheless on time for the season which is soon 
to bud. : | 

Surely no revival could be more wholesome than that 
which might come to the pedaling sport. Bicycling as an 
exercise followed in reason has proved itself good for the 
health, good for the muscle, good for taking one out of 
the narrow round of customary haunts, good for the pro- 
motion of acquaintance with nature and with the country 
that lies beyond the city lines. During the reign of the 
wheel that covered a period from five to ten years ago 
ideas in local geography were wholly and profitably trans- 
formed in many thousands of minds. . 

There are companies of the faithful who have never given 
up the bicycle. These would be glad to see the roads and 
side paths full again of merry, whirling crews. 
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A measure has been introduced in the New York leg- 
islature providing for a recording fee of 5 mills on the 
dollar for mortgages in lieu of all other taxation. Fifteen 
to 25 mills are now exacted from all mortgugers who do 
not succeed in evasion.- Should the bill become a law its 
effect will be noted in the other states.

mas card, this message of encouragement. The individual Russian is one of the 
most charming creatures living. If he likes you he does not ‘hesitate to let wou 
Ikmnow it; not only by every kindly action possible but by what perhaps is just as 
geeful in this gray old world—by kindly speech. 

We Anglo-Saxons are apt to pride ourselves upon being undemonstrative. Max 
(Adler tells a tale of a boy whe was sent out by his father to fetch in some wood. 
The boy took the opportunity of disappearing and did not show his face again be- 
meath the parental roof for over 20 yeafs. Then one evening a smiling, well-dressed 
etranger entered to the old couple and announced himself as their long-lost child. 
“Well, you haven't hurried yourself,’ grumbled the old man, “and blarm me if now 
you haven't forgotten the wood!” 

I was lunching with an Englishman in a London restaurant one day. A man 
entered and took his seat at a table near by and, glancing around and meeting my 
friend’s eyes, smiled and nodded.

HB theater of the war must surely be Corea and its 
surrounding waters--the Yellow Sea westwam, the 
Pacific Ocean eastward and the Strait of Corea southward. 

Russia is too strongly placed behind her great fortresses 
in Manchuria to be successfully attacked there. It is doubt- 
ful whether any navy in the world could take Port Arthur. 
Even when it was in the hands of a cowardly and untrained 
Chinese rabble the Japanese were compelled to take it by a 
land attack in the rear. The presence of a great Russian 
garrison would make a repetition of that feat impossible 
today. Talienwan, too, which is now known as Dalny, is 
another practically impregnable stronghold on the Man- 
Ghurian coast. There is no other place on the southern 
Shore where a Japanese army could make a landing. When 
Wield Marshal Oyama's army corps invaded that coast ten 
years ago the troopships were obliged to lie four miles out 
while the men, horses, ammunition and provisions were 
taken ashore in little flatboatsa. A very small force could 
have prevented the landing anywhere. 

While the Japanese and Russian fleets are maneuvering 
against each other it is possible for both Japan and Rus- 
aia to move troops Into Corea. The Russian army now gath- 
ered at the Yalu river, the northern frontier of western 
Corea, can march at will southward, for there is no force 
im thet part of the peninsula to oppose i at present. The 
Japanese have only to make a sea trip of about 18 miles 
across the Strait of Corea to land troops at Masampho or 
Pusan, the two most southern ports of Corea. But it is 
evident that the first problem of the war will be to deter- 
mine whether Japan or Russia shall have command of the 
gee. Should the Japanese standing fleet defeat the Russian 
fieet—and it seems to be the opinion of experienced authori- 
tig that the Japanese are stronger on the water in Asia than 
their opponents—that would leave the Mikado free to pour 
his well-organized and perfectly equipped sokiiery into 
Corea. By means of the railway, built by Japanese capi- 
tal and now in the hands of a small Japanese force, Japan 
could occupy every important strategic position in the pen- 
insula almost at once; could intrench and fortify and wait 
the slow march of the Russians from the north, where 
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Should Japan win command of the sea in a naval battle 
it is practically certain, judging by her tactics ten years 
ago when she took possession of Corea, that she would land 
troops at Masampho and Fugan in the south, at Chemulpo 
in the west—which is about 60 miles from Seoul, the capital 
~—and at Gensan in the east, almost opposite Chemulpo. It is 
not likely that she would attempt to land troops further 
up the Corean coast on either side of the peninsula, for 


there she would meet Russian troops moving down from the 
Yalu river in the northwest and Vladivostok in the north- 
east. Her problem then would be to force the Russian army 
back into Manchuria, unless, indeed, Japanese self-confidence 
should persuade the Mikado’s generals to attempt another 
invasion of Menchuria—a very improbable thing. 

The question of commissary supplies will play a great part 
in a campeign in Corea. The natives of Corea, fearing the 
exacticns of officials, seldom raise more food than fs neces- 
sary for their own support. Rice, black beans and millet 
represent their food-producing crops. There is little meat 


to be found anywhere. The rice-eating Japanese sbdidicr: 


|can always find partial subsistence in any part of Corea 


Besides, Japan has a most wonderful way of transporting 
her military supplies of rice and dried fish on the backs of 
men and in little push-carts, a quartermaster method wholly 
unknown to the Russian army. Most. of the country is 
rough and roadless, so that it is difficult for wagon trains 
to pass over it. This would prove a serious matter for the 
heavily equipped and clumsy quartermaster System of Rus- 
sia. Nor could the Russian soldiers find their accustomed 
food in the country. They would have to carry their sup- 
plies with them. The difficulty of language is another im- 
portant point. There is not the slightest similarity between 
the Corean tongue, written or spoken, and the language of 
Russia. That would make it hard for a Russian 
to use the natives for the purpose of gaining information, 
either of the country or the enemy. The Japanese and 
Coreans use virtually the same written language, although 
the spoken language is entirely different and they cannot 
understand each other orally. In the war ten years ago 
the Japanese constantly made use of the natives as spies 
and guides. 

»Not only do the Japanese generals know every foot of the 
ground they must fight in if the war is to be in Corea, not 
only have the chief officers taken a part in battles on that 
ground, but Corea is always a source of Sentimental in- 
spiration to a Japanese fighting man, Three hundred years 
ago Japan conquered Corea.

The contention that the United States 
was not an interested party in the investi- 
gation by the postmastér-general into the 
affairs of the Rialto Grain and Securities 
Company was made by United States Sen- 
ator Joseph R. Burton in support of his 
demurrer to the dndfietment charging him 
with receiving a.compensation for using 
his influence to prevent a fraud order from 
being issued against the Rialto company. 

District Attorney Dyer, in his argument 
against the, demurrer, declared that the 
United States was vitally interested in the 
decision.of the postal authorities, which 
decision, he alleged Senator Burton sought 
to influence through his position as a sena- 
tor. 

The. demurrer was argued Saturday 
in the United Stateg District Court and 
at the Gonhatusion was taken under ad- 
viseméent by Judge Adams. 

Senator Burton was in court. He ad- 
mitted, through his attorneys, that he 
received money from the lalto com- 
pany, but that he did so merely as an 
attorney, end that he did not use his 
political influence to prevent the issu- 
ance. of a fraud order.

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GRIEF FOR DEAD 


D Wed LEMP TO 
KILL IMSELt 


Suicide of One of the Best-Known 
Brewers in the United States by a 
Pisto] Bullet in the Head. 


TRAGEDY OCCURRED WITH 


ONLY SERVANTS IN HOUSE 


Door of Mr. Lemp’s Bedroom Was 
Forced by Sons, Who Found Their 
Father Dying—Inquest Monday. 


William J. Lemp, Sr., president of the 
Lemp Brewing Co., died at his home at 
22% South Thirteanth street, at 10:30 Sat- 
urday morning, after he had shot himself 
through the right temple. 

The deed was done in a moment of 
despondency, due to ill health and contin- 
ued.grief for the death of his son Frederick, 
three years ago, aggravated by the death 
of his life-long friend, Capt. Fred Pabst of 
Milwaykee, Jan. 1, 1904. 

Mr. Lemp was the only member of the 
family in the house at the time the shot 
was fired. A servant girl heard the muf- 
fled report from Mr. Lemp’s bedroom. She 
tried the door, found it locked and was un- 
able to get an answer from Mr. Lemp. 


Sons Found Their 
Father Nearly Dead. 
The girl notified Henry 

retary of the brewing company, at his of- 

fice, by telephone, and Mr. Lemp’s sons, 

William J. Lemp, Jr.,.and Edwin Lemp, 

went at once to the residence where they 

broke the door and found their 
father. 

Mrs. Lemp was up town and 
home just before her husband's death. 

Hurried summoned the physicians 
of the neighborhood, but Dr. Henry J. 
Harnisch of 2407 South Eighteenth street, 
the family physician, was first admitted and 
announced that the wound was necessarily 
fatal. 

The bullet was fired through theo right 
ternpie at close range from a 38-caliber re- 
volver. Mr. Lemp had been suffering from 
stomach trouble recently, in addition to 
nervousness, and the fact that he had not 
left his bedroom for the morning was not 
considered remarkable by the family. 

The coroner was not notified Officially: of 
until after the clogse of office 
hours yesterday afternoon. Earlier infor- 
mation of unofficial character reached the 
coroner’s office and members: of the Lemp 
f-mily were communicated with. The ir- 
wuest has been set for tomorrow. 


Grieved for Dead 
Son and Friend. 


Those closely associated with Mr. Lemp 
declare that he has been a changed man 
since the death of his son, Frederick Lemp, 
who was superintendent of the brewing 
company at the time of his sudden death 
from heart failure three years ago. 

Before that time Mr. Lemp had taken the 
greatest interest in the details of the im- 
mense brewing plant that his business abil- 
ity and foresight had bulit up. It was his 
pleasure to pay off the men, to join the 
workers in any department, taking a hand 
the work, assisting at anything and

After the death of Frederick Lemp he 
dropped the practice to a large extent, 
and while visiting the departments, did so 
apparently only as a mater“Of form, and a 
means of passing away the time. 

Since his return from Milwaukee, where 
he attended the funreal of Capt. Pabst, 
who had been one of his closet friends for 
many years, he was even more changed. 

From that time Mr. Lemp’s indifference 
to the business details that he was once 
greatly interested in, became almost 
compiete. 

While he still visited the offices of the 
ard even the departments, he 
paid little attention to the work and offered 
little advice as to the conduct of the busily,

He usualiy dropped into an office, seating 
himself at a table, pick up a card and slip 
it nervously between his finger and thumb

The workmen who had seen Mr. Lemp 
noticed that he 
seemed nervous, never settled, usually slip- 
ping a handful of silver money from one 
hand to the other or using some other de- 
vice to distract his attention from some- 
thing that seemed to annoy him. The same 
conduct attracted the attention of acquain- 
tances.

M: J.mp’s death at this time is particu. 
larly sad to the family, as the widow and 
Wiliam J Lemp, jr., and Edwin Lemp, 
the sons who were called to the residence 
after the shot was fired, are the only mem- 
bers of the family now in St. Louis. 

Mrs. Annie Konta, the eldest daughter, is 
traveling in Europe. Louis Lemp, a son, is 
expected te lane in San Franvisc, on the 
return from a business trip to Japan and 
other eastern countriees tomorrow. 

Charles A. Lemp is absent on an ex- 
tended business trip and communicated 
with his home office from Chicago Fri- 
day, and his whereabouts yesterday were 
rather uncertain. Mrs. Hilda Pabst was at 
her home in Milwaukee, and Miss Lemp, 
the youngest daughter, was there as her 
guest. : 

William J.-Lemp was born in Eschweg, 
provence of Hessen. Cassel, Germany, @ 
years ago. He came to America in 1846, 
and two years later his father, Adam 
Lemp, came to St. Louis and established 
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WM. J. LEME SR. WHO COMMITTED SUIGDE 


Schools, later graduating from St. Louis 
University. 

Completing his education, he entered his 
father’s brewery and after rising to the 
management of the plant went into similar 
business for himself at Shenandoah and 
Lemp avenues, where he was in partner- 
ship with William Stumpf. 

At the opening of the eivil war he en- 
listed in the Third Regiment United States 
Reserve Corp, being mustered out as an 
orderly sergeant a few weeks before his 
marriage to Miss Juha Feickert Dec. 3, 
1361. ; 

At the death of. his fathe> Mr. Lemp 
gave up his own busimess and took up the 
management of his father’s brewery, soon 
after removing it from the original loca- 
tion, where the front of the building was 
a hall in which many*now historic charac- 
ters of St. Louls had been wont to gather 
to spend their evenings; to the corner of 
Cherokee and Thirteefith streets, now the 
location of the brewery offices. 

Under Mr. Lemp’s management the busi- 
ness increased steadily and in 1892 was in- 
corporated with William J. Lemp, Sr., as 
president, William J. Lemp, Jr., and Louie 
Lemp is second vice-president. 

A man closely identified. with the inter- 
ests of the firm yesterday gave $6,000,000 
as a conservative estimate of the value of 
the plant. Aside from this plant Mr. Lemp 
was interested In other breweries, chiefly 
located in Texas and in a large system. of 
ice plants. The brewery property is held

almost entirely by members of his family. 
As the head of one of the biggest bus'- 
nesses in St. Louis, Mr. Lemp became well 
known, but he was never ostentatious. He 
was in touch with every detail of his im- 
mense business and to the executives’ heads 
.of the departments he made da'ly visits. 


His grasp of the business was such that 
when he questioned the chiefs as to their 


departments he was likely to ask questions 
that apparently had no connection with the 
business of the day, and to be able to an- 
swer them they were compelled not only to 
keep the immediate records on their minds, 
but to be constantly informed as to the 
entire history of their departments. 

At other times Mr. Lemp would go per- 
sonally among the workers, giving them an 
opportunity. to present grievances. 

He became the virtual head of the com- 
munity gathered about his brewery, and 
thousands of persons looked to him for aid 
and advice. He was known to be the dis- 
penser of much charity in a quiet manner. 
He did not give largely for charity 
through the channels that made donations 
public, but responded liberally by a metho? 
of his own. In this community where he 
was best known he'was reputed to be one 
of the wealthiest men in St. Louis. Not 
only was his fortune ample, but through 
his management his profits were large. 

The business that he conducted for so 
many years will continue without inter- 
ruption, his sons taking charge.

“I am not fighting Judge Parker, and 
opposed to his nomination or would figh# 
him in the convention. I have simply said 
that I believe Mr. Cleveland is the stronge- 
est candidate, and that I am opposed to 
instructions by the state convention to the 
delegates sent to St. Louis, 

“IT am not fighting anybody. The stories 
that I am fighting Hill or any other up- 
state man are pure inventions. I want te 
see the man who is strongest next July, 
when the convention meets, nominated. 

“If it is Parker, then I'll be for him. °. 

“I bave no personal fight against him, 
or any man. 

“I have not any feuds or scores to settle. 
I want to see the party win.” |

Murphy’s recent conferences was asked to- 
day what Mr. Murphy had to say about 
Mayor McClellan's boom, 

“It's too soon for that to be sprung yet,” 
was the reply.

(‘razy Snake himself and that they ride the country doing 
his bidding. They are regarded by many as a part of <he 
hestile Crazy Snake organization. 

\s a matter of course, however, it is only the Snake 
Damd that has now congregated in the wild country near 
Eufaula and is openly preparing for war. These malcon- 
tents are playing politics in Crazy Snake’s behalf. They 
are playing against the Piesident of the United States. It 
is their determination to compel him te recognize Crazy 
Snake, otherwise Chitto Harjo, as chief of the Creek tribe. 
Their brewing rebellion is based on patriotic grounds—the 
tribal laws of the Creeks have been abolished and Crazy 
Snake has been brave enough to take a stand against that 
great wrong. He therefore, a truer Creek than the 
hereditary chief Lah Tah Mekko, who submitted tamely 
to the tyranny of the paleface. 

Down with Lah Tah Me 
Chitto Harjo! 

This is now the cry of the Creek fullbloods. 

It is being sounded throughout the Creek nation. 

But not in the towns. The first impulse of an Indian 
when he feels the war fever in his blood is to get away 
from all signs and tokens of civilization. His savagery 
possesses him and drives him back to the life primitive, He 
yoes into @ war camp with others of his kind, taking only 
his rifle, his horse and his blanket with him. He begins 
to ride wildly to and fro, burning much powder for brava- 
do’s sake and sheuting the fierce cries that summoned 
forefathers to battle. Ominous paint appears upon 
his face. Around the campfires of nights he and his fellows 
tulk of fighting and of nothing else. The sense of their ac- 
cumulated wrongs at the hands of the white men weiglis 
heavily upon them. They become svllen and morose. 

The Snake Band under Crazy Snake is now in this 
temper. 

That’s why the situation is known to be acutally critical. 
It needs but some little untoward incident to precipitate 
the gravest trouble. A quarrel with a white man encoun- 
tered while in. this mood will furnish the occasion for a 
tragedy. A hot word or two, a sudden shot—and then 
the hapless paleface lies dead in the open and the Snake 
Band goes on the warpath in fearful earnest. 

The first clash of this nature will be the signal for 
United States regulars to move, They are waiting for the 
signal now,

In the third place, his am- 
bition te become the recognized chief of the Creek tribe has 
developed into a mania and President, Roosevelt’s con- 
temptuous treatment the other day stung his Indian pride 
to the quick. 

He has never been so dangerous as now. 

The Creek uprising of 1901 taught Crazy Snake, other- 
wise Chitto Harjo, his first lesson in open hostility to the 
hated paleface. It ended in chagrin and humiliation for 
him, Just at the moment when he had the Snake Band 
wrought up to the fighting pitch, but before he could take 
the offensive to advantage, two daring United States 
deputy marshals, Grant Johnson and Bunnie MeIntosh by 
name, rode dauntlessly into the Creek encampment, armed 
to the teeth, and placed Crazy Snake under arrest. The 
very boldness of their deed awed the Snake Band into a 


sort of temporary paralysis. No Indian hand was lifted to. 


prevent this capture of Crazy Snake or to reseue him after- 
ward. The two deputy marshals, Johnson and MeIntosh, 
rode out of the camp of 800 hestile Creek fullbloods with 
Crazy Snake between them and teek him to Henrietta, in 
the Indian Territory, surrendering him there to a strong 


guard of United States regulars under command of Lieut. 
Dixon. He was punished for having incited the Creek full- 
vloods to open rebellion and the rebellion endel with his 
arrest and puvvuishment. | 

It is felt that Crazy Snake will not be so , casily taken 
again. 

He has Saieed: his lesson. 

This is why there is now no move to place Crazy Snake, 
otherwise Chitto Harjo, under arrest as before. Such a 
move, it is believed, would be met by the Snake Band with 
desperate resistance, So new tactics are being tried. The 
older and more pacific men of the Creek tribe are being led 
to exert their infiuence on the hot-beaded young full- 
bloods. They tell them of the certain disaster of an Indian 
uprising. They urge them to make the best of matters as 
now standing, since a wholesale killing of Indians ean be 
the only result of war with the whites. They denounce 
Wachaca, the medicine man, as a fanatical trouble eecmicstes 
whose words mean calamity to his people. 

But they are talking to a man mad for revenge. 

Crazy Snake is resolved upon war. He has a deadly 
score to settle with the paleface. A thousand young war- 
riors of his tribe are eager to follow him into battle. He’ 
dreams dreams of a victorious campaign, of election to the 
tribal chieftainship, of going down in history as one of 
the greatest war chiefs of the Creek nation. And always 
his heart grows black and bitter when he remembers how 
President Roosevelt scorned him and refused to treat with 
him in Washington,

FEUDIST OF THE THIRTY CONCERNED 


INTHE TONTO BASIN WAR. 


{Desperate and Relent- 
less Vendetta Between 
Cattlemen and Sheep 
Herders in the Tonto 
Basin Country Near 


Ofah=Arizona Border. 


NOTHER bloody chapter has 
just been added to the story of 
the Tewksbury-Graham feud, 
the most desperate and relent- 
less vendetta ever waged in the 
American Southwest. 

: The sheep-herders, William 

‘Berry, Jr., and od Gonzales, are the latest vic- 
tims. They were slain the other day because they 
“¢rossed the dead line between the sheep and cat- 

“tle lands in the Tonto Basin country just over the 
Utah boundary in Arizona, the scene of all the 

» feud’s tragedies. They were identified with the 

_ Tewksbury faction. 

- Their bodies were found riddled with bullets 

' and their herds either killed or scattered. This 

‘brings the list of slain to a total of over 30 in the 
“merciless Tewksbury-Graham family feud. 
Only one of the original fendists is now living. 

' He is Ed Tewksbury—and there is no Graham 

‘Vett alive as a mark for his personal vengeance. 

But the killing of Bill Berry and Tod Gonzales is 

> believed to be the deed of the Graham following 

> and this calls for reprisal on the part of the 


| = Tewksbury forces. 


_ ‘The Grahams and\a ruthless band of cowboys 
"renowned as ‘‘killers’’ have been arrayed against 
the six Tewksbury brothers in this terrible feud. 
hey invariably outnumbered their enemies, but 

Tewksburys were of mixed Irish and Indian

blood and ecouldn’t be whipped or driven from the 
field. Five of the six Tewksburys are dead— but 
there is no Graham living to boast of that fact. 
And of a special band of 10 Texas cowboy des- 
peradoes employed by the Grahams for the ex- 
press purpose of wiping out the Tewksburys not 
one is now alive. They went down in mortal 
eombat with the men whom they were hired to 
kill. 

The feud is without parallel for deadliness. 

And now the slaying of Berry and Gonzales 
ereates a tremendous excitement in the Tonto Ba- 
sin country. 

It means that the Tewksbury-Graham vendetta 
is still in foree. 

{LL BERRY and Tod Gonzales should have known 
better than to put themselves, unprepared for a 
fight, within reach of the Graham clan. They 

knew that a big blood debt against the Tewksburvs re- 
mained unbalanced on the feud books. But they bad grown 
careless and a bit more reckless, even, than usual. 

Anyway, one splendid morning recently they crossed the 
Tonto basin deadline, singing as they went, a great herd 
of sheep in their care. It was an open defiance of the 
Graham men on the invaded side of the feud’s deadline. 
Those who saw them cross over followed them with 
ominous eyes. 

They were found shot to pieces. 

Thus it is that the Tewksbury-Graham feud takes on 
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new life. 

The last killing, previous to that of Berry and Gon- 
zales, was when John Graham was slain. He was the last 
of the Graham blood direct. 
vendetta that had wived out his entire family. I 
a vendetta of the Grahams’ making, but they had fallen 
into the ghastly error of declaring a feud against in- 
domitabie souls, the hardest fighting blood in the West. 
And so John Graham, awed and appalled, had at last drawn 
out and removed to Tempo, <Ariz., 
fight. 

But he returned in 1892 to round up his cattle. 

Then it was that he made a fatal mistake. 

Because the Tewksburys did not attack him while he 
was in their the Tonto basin country, John 
Graham went back to his new home and boasted that they 
were afraid. Six weeks later he was shot to death, d>- 
c'aring in his dying statement that Ed Tewksbury and 
John Rhodes were his assassins. Rhodes was acquitted ol 
the charge thus laid against him, The against 
i'd Tewksbury was dropped after he had been granted a 
new trial and releasd on bail. 

Since then it had been hoped that the feud was ended. 
ut the killing of Berry and Gonzales proves to the con- 
irary. 
vitality. 

Yet there was a time when the Tewksburys were friends 
of the Grahams. The two families lived close together. 
The Grahams were the wealthier, owning the Hash Knite 
ranchand grazing lands and almost countless thousands of 
eattle. ‘The six Tewksbury brothers were in a more modest

way of business. They were likable young fellows, Irish- 
Indian blodd, quiet, self-contained, never provoking trouble 
with anybody. 

One day these six Tewksburys began to run sheep the 
‘Tonto basin, 

‘They were well within their rights in this. 

But the somewhat arrogant Graham clan looked on 
such a course as detrimental to their interests as cattle- 
men. So they sent word to the six Tewksburys that the 
seep must be removed. In reply the Tewksburys laughed 
the demand to scorn and brought in more sheep. 

Then the Grahams declared vendetta on the Tewksburys. 

There is sometimes an ironic humor in those feud devel- 
opments. The first blood shed in the Tewksbury-Graham 
feud, the bloodiest feud in the history of the southwest,was 
that of a collie dog. It belonged to a sheep herder in the 
employ of the Tewksburys and was caught on land claimed 
as a part of the Hash Knife grazing. property. The dog 
was killed as a warning. The Tewksburys sent two men 
back with the herder into the forbidden country. These 
men were surrounded by the Grahams, but managed to 
escape in the night. after a day of skirmishing. 

Then Sheriff Houck of Apache County was notified. 

The sheriff, being a sheep man, was disposed to favor the 
Tewksbury side. He started to get warrants for the ar- 
rest of the Grahams. But he had 100 miles to cover, and 
during his absence matters came to a crisis. The Hash 
Kgife outfit and the Grahams were reinforced by a band 
of reckless cowpunchers from across the Mogollon mour- 
tains, The Tewksburys heard of the rallying of the Gra- 
ham clan, but they were not a whit daunted. With Indian

cunning they moved their caup five miles down the valley 
to a hut where they could command a view of the ap- 
proach from all directions. Then they waited. 

They didn’t have long to wait, these cool Tewksbury 
brothers. One day, as all six of them were in the hut. 
live horsemen rode up. They belonged to the strange or:- 
fit from acros§ the mountains, As they rode up in front 
of the house Jim Tewksbury stepped out, and his keen 
eyes noticed that every horse had a Hash Knife brand 
he leadeg of the cowboys asked if they could get dinner. 

“We don’t keep a hotel,” replied Jim gruffly. 

Aud then hostilities began. : 

Jim Tewksbury shot one of the aren off his horse. From

The cowboys were demoralized by this stubborn defense. 
The Tewksburys could have killed all of them, but merci- 
iully refrained. Indeed, one of the cowboys, wounded, was 


taken into the hut and his wounds were carefully dresse:t, 
after which le was left where his friends could get him. 


Just at this juncture Sheriff Houck returned with war 
rants for the arrest of the Grahams. They laughed at him 
and went afler the Tewksburys with heavy reinforcements. 
surrounding the hut where the six brothers had so sus 
cessfully defended themselves but a few days before. 

They found the hut empty. 

The Tewhsburys had moved again, taking up their new 
quarters on a laigh butte near a spring of water, For 
several days before leaving their cabin they had busied 
themsels es “jerking” beef and otherwise preparing for a 
siege. They knew well that the Grahams would be upes 
them before long. 

The cowboys surrounded the new camp. 

lt was the plan of the Grahams to starve the Tewksburys 
out. After a siege of several days’ duration the water sp. 
p'y of the beleaguered brothers became exhausted. “Jim 
Tewksbury undertook to get some water from the sprivy, ©

On the afternoon that I was hurt a young 
virl had been killed by doing some kind of a 
bievee trick, and that made me nervous. 1:nere 
was the largest crowd of our stand at Schu- 
mann’s, and hundreds of women fainted when 
they saw my car topple over, with me ins de, 
Everybody thought that I had been killed, and 
I guess 1 would have been had [ not had pres- 
ence of mind enough to duck my head and get 
in urder the seat.

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This Commercial Traveler Is the coi Disaster Man

a «i years of topsy-turvy experiences I 
have come to the cenclusion that 1 am the 
champion ‘‘disaster’ man of this or any 

other country. 

t have been in almost one hundred railroad 
wrecks. 

I ‘have been in four wrecks in one day and 
three in another. 

I have been injured and rendered unconscious 
many times, but have been dangerously hurt 
enly once. 

“The wrecks I have passed through comprise 
derailed traina, telescoped trains, head-on collis- 
fens, broken trains, spread: tracks, rear-end 


“wrecks and tumbling down embankments when 


turning curves at high speed. 

It is my belief that nc. other person in the 
eountry, even though he miay be a railroad man, 
has bad more narrow escapes than myseif. I 
have come to be a fatalist and I am contident 
that I shall not mect with a violent death. 

I bave had seat companions killed at my side. 
and I have vacated seats only a minute before a 
wreok brought death go the man who took my 
place. 

All my experiences have come during the per- 
formance of my duties as a traveling salesman. 


‘That my hair is not snow white is not due to 
many lack of fright during my life. for I have 
-been in deadly fear during a hundred wrecks. 


I am still under the doctor's care as a result 
of the last serious wreck I.was in. One of these 
days I shajl have some astrologer work out my 
horoscope in order that I can advise everybody 
else to be born under the same lucky star. 

In 1883 I was hired to travel for a commercial 
house, In other words. I became a drummer. 

Three days after I packed my kit and started 


out we were bowling along on the Iron Mountain 


railroad’a hundred miles south of St. Louis. The 
weather was very warm and I had my window 


open. 


As we were rounding a.sharp curve at about 40 


- miles an hour something prompted me to put 


my head out of the window. I glanced toward 


_the engine just in time to see it sheering off 


down the hill 
t had no time for reflection, as 1 was very busy 


_dvring the next few minutes. We began to roll 


ever and over, and every time we rolled my

came it damaged me. 
Just as I thought we hed settled down to a

Then 1 got 
up and swore. 

That was my first 
[ ae¢ted rather rudely on that occasion. I have 
sinee learned to catch offspring, books, valises, 
mothers and old maids, and to take off my-hat 
to each in turn as it arrives. 

There were no fatalities in that wreck, al- 
though the last I saw of the fireman as the en- 
zine turned he was sailing High out over a 
cornfiel4, with his shovel in one hand and a 
chunk of coal In the other. I have often won- 
dered since what the fireman wanted with that 
chunk of coal. It may have been mere absent- 
mindedness on his part, but to me it appeared 
irrelevant. 

Just one week later, on the Southern Pacific 
railroad, about 12 miles from Langtry, we sailed 
into the rear extension of a freight train. Again 
I was lucky, being in the smoker, which was tel- 
ssnenied. 

Nobody was killed except a tramp whose iden- 
tity was unknown. On his person were found 
$3.87 and a revolver. We learned afterward that 
the coroner of Langtry fined the remains $3.87 
for carrying concealed weap®ns, 

What was a continued wonder to me and my 
friends was my own immunity from injury. 
True, I would get bumped, bruised, maybe 
knocked unconscious for a few minutes by being 
thrown the length of the car, but I never re- 
ceived injuries sufficient to prevent my going on 
with my work. I began to consider myself as 
bearing. a charmed life, though I have never 
had the confidence in my enchantment sufficient 
to express myself as fearless of disaster. 

I remember onee when I was traveling on the 
Chicago & Alton road between Chicago and 
Kansas City; We ran onto a siding at a little 
way station and went piling Into the rear end 
of a long freight train. 

Every car in our train was telescoped. When 
I clambered out I could hear the shrieks and 
groans of the wounded on every hand. To add 
to the horror of Mf, the cars caught fire and 


experience, and 1 am afraid 


several persons were burned to death. The mem- 


ory of that awful wreck will remain with me 
as long as I live. 

Sometimes during my varied experiences I have 
been the only one on the entire train to suffer. 

This happened once in 1889 on the Southern 
railway in South Carolina. I was sitting near 
the open side door in the baggage car, talking 
with the baggageman, whom I happened to 
know. The train was running fully WO miles an 
hour. . 

Suddenly we swung around a sharp curve. I 
had my back to the door. As the train swerved 
my chalr tlited back and I meandered casually 
out-of the door. The subsequent few moments 
have always been rather hagy to my mind. 

it appears that alongside the track there had 
been placed a soft level stretch of sand, about 
ten feet wide,

definite idea seemed to be that I was running a 
race with that chair. At first I traveled on the 
back of my head. Then IT was going feet forr- 
most, with the chair a length to the good. ‘[t ap 
peared to have about 4 legs, and every one of 
them was in the running. , 

sometimes we would slow down a little, as i! 
by mutual consent, and just when I thought 
everything was off we would begin all over 

gain. As nearly as I can remember. we were 
still at it when the train came back and picked 
us up. It was a dead heat, the conductor said, 
but I have always doubted his veracity. 

It would simply be impossible tor me to remem- 
ber all the wrecks I have been in. I kent no 
record of them, and their ‘telling would merejy 
mean reiteration. ' 

Tt was on Nov. 7 of last year that I estab- 
lished what was for me, and what I beleve is 
for every one else, a record. I was on my way 
from Grafton to Belington, W. Va. We had 
ridden perhaps half an hour, when every man 
in the car was thrown headlong over his seat. 
two heing rendered unconscious. “Titsee who 
were able picked themselves up and went ahead. 
The engine had stopped on the ties, a piece of 
rail having mysteriously disappeared. An hour's 
delay and the wrecking crew had us started 
again. Within five miles from the place we 
were derailed and held for two hours by «a 
broken flange. Within a short distance from 
that place we overhauled a freight train which 
was wrecked just around the curve ahéad. 

We had no warning, and our train managed to 
increase the havoc of the first wreck by plough - 
ing into the mass. Fortunately, «he engineer 
had partially stopped the train and, aside from 
the bumps and burises, we escaped injury. Thres 
times in one day proved to be enough fer even 
our train, though we escaped the fourth wreck 
by a hair's breadth. A number of the passengers 
had gathered on the rear platform.’ and. after 
making our fourth start we were in hopes of 
eventually landing at our déstination. 

That we did is to me a matter of doubt, and 
I often wonder how we ever did, for we were 
forced to make the fourth stop to repair a plecé 
of track which our heavy ‘train tore up as. it 
rushed along to try to make up time. If the-rail 
which we loosened had sprung away from: the 
ties while the train was directly over tt we would 
have had our fourth disaster.

Bookbinding at Home 


EATHERETTE work is an agreeable new 
pastime which consists in repairing the 
woeful state into which many beokcevers 

fall after a certain amount ef use. 

The task preparation’is so simple and the 
materials easy to obtain that once the work 
becomes known among amateurs it cannot fail 
to be popular. 

The material necessary is the cloth used by 
bookbinders In their work. This can be had in 
a variety of tints and surfaces. — these 
are quite favorable to the reception of/ ordinary 
water color paint. 

The first and, possibly, most difficult task is 
to cut out the leatherette to the exact size for 
covering the book. The process of covering is 
exactly t same as that employed when ordi- 
nary brown paper is utilized. Flanges are left 
above and below and at the sides. 

These are turned over the stiff cover of the 
book and are glued inside. The unfinished edges 
are, in thelr turn, covered by a decorative end 

* paper. 

When the leatherette is cut out to the required 
size the design must be transferred to it and 
then colored, In agecordance first with the thit 
of the tentherette and next with the subject of 
the book and the taste of the worker.
